This Roll of Honor represents a great deal of painstaking 
and enthusiasm on the part of many, both parents and chil- 
dren. We congratulate them on their success, and venture 
to express the hope that their enthusiasm may continue, and 
even increase, and that many more may catch the same spirit. 

The average attendance of all the schools has been 420. 
Comparing this with the whole number of scholars, as given 
in the Tabular Statement, we have the surprising fact, that 
’ almost one-third of the school privileges of the year have been 
lost by irregular attendance. Nothing but sickness or press- 
ing necessity should detain scholars from school. ‘The cost of 
school privilege is so great, and a good education so precious, 
that such waste, if unnecessary, seems exccedingly unwise. 

The success of our schools has, on the whole, been quite up 
to the mark of previous years. Possibly we have made a 


little advance. 
4 
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The influence of the high school is being felt more and more 
as a power for good among the teachers as well as scholars of 
the town. Some of the graduates of the high school are 
among our very best teachers. We commend all the gradu- 
ates who wish to teach to the favorable regard of our Pruden- 
tial Committees. 

We insist that good scholarship and maturity of anatecter 
and judgment are necessary for the best results in our smallest 
schools and among our youngest scholars. 

It has sometimes been the case (not always), that Pruden- 
tial Committees have gone out of town for teachers when they 
could have found much better ones at home. 

Several of our school houses are most thoroughly unfit for 
school purposes, and it is hoped that the districts in which 
they are found will at once bestir themselves for school accom- 
modations adequate to the needs of their scholars. } 


The best results cannot ordinarily be obtained in a dilapi- 
dated school building. But with everything neat, comfort- 
able, tasteful and home-like in the building and its furniture, 
it is comparatively easy to train scholars to a high sense of 
honor, and to inspire them with a laudable ambition. 

Give the scholars good school houses, good seats, good 
blackboards, good wall maps, good appliances of every kind, 
and the investment will be found to pay most satisfactory div- 
idends. | 

When the wise man said, ‘*There is that withholdeth more 
than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty,” we can almost fancy 
he had his eye on some of our dilapidated school houses, and 
the consequences coming therefrom. 1 

Some of the teachers have hardly attained to accuracy in 
making out their Registers, and some have the paren sin of 
forgetting to return them when they ought. 

This unpardonable fault subjects us to great annoyance and 
inconvenience in making out our annual report. I=f/any shall 
fail during the coming year to send in their Registers in due 
season, they may expect to be pilloried in our next printed 
report, as delinquents. 

Teachers are requested in inscribing names of scholars in the 
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Register to write real names (not pet names), and first and 
last names in full, with proper initials for middle name. This 
is very desirable because the Registers are kept on file for 
reference. 

Teachers must expect an examination once a year accord- 
ing to law, and it is hoped that they will all, if practicable, 
present themselves at the annual examination in April. 

The Committee are much pleased with the progress in writ- 
ing, in connection with the Duplex Writing Book, and hope 
that parents and scholars will purchase no other copy book 
for use in the schools. 

As soon as the facts of the last census can be incorporated 
in geographical text books, we expect to introduce new geog- 
raphies into the schools. This we hope will be done during 
the coming year. 

We venture to suggest, in closing this branch of our report, 
that the prosperity of schools under the present system, hinges 
to a very great degree upon the Prudential Committee. If 
the right man is chosen, and he takes hold with enthusiasm, 
faithfulness and good judgment, or in other words, if he 
‘tends up” as he ought, good and competent teachers will be 
provided, good work will be done, good satisfaction given, 
and good results reached.

The whole number of scholars in the High School during 
the year, has been 47 ; 16 boys and 31 girls; with an average 
attendance of 30. 

The whole number in the Grammar Department has been 
54; 28 boys and 26 girls; with an average attendance of 28. 

Eleven scholars have been promoted from the Grammar 
Department to the High School during the year. 

The whole number in both departments has been 101; boys 
44 and girls 57; number of different scholars, 90. 

In the High School, the number of scholars pursuing 
branches not fully reported in Tabular Statement No. 1, is as 
follows: Latin 24, Algebra 19, Geometry 7, Rhetoric 12, 
Philosophy 18, Astronomy 9, Physical Geography 12, Botany 
14, Etymology 4, Book-Keeping 10, Chemistry 6, Natural 
History 13, Physiology 7, General History 4; Arithmetic and 
Geography were reviewed. , 

The studies of the Grammar Deparment are Reading, Spell- 
ing, Writing, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography and United 
States History. 

Candidates for Brisson to this department are examined 
(written examination) in Geography, in Grammar, and in 
Arithmetic to Decimal Weights and Measures. 

Scholars in either department who are absent from the ex- 
aminations at the close of the terms, or who fail to pass them 
satisfactorily, are required to make up those examinations in 
order to go on in their classes. 

The proceeds of the late popular and creditable exhibition 
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by the united departments, will be used in purchasing hook 
cases, mineral cases and other things needed in the rooms. 

A full set of wall maps is very much needed, and might 
have been purchased out of the balance unexpended, but it 
has been thought best to wait till the change in geographies 
is made, when the maps may be procured on much more fa- 
vorable terms. 

We trust that the citizens of the town will provide well for 
their schools during the coming year, and that all the scholars 
will make the most of the opportunities thus generously pro- 
vided them.
